Last night, the Tragedy of Richard the Third was performed at 
this Theatre. Kean supported the character of the Duke of Glo’ster 
with great energy; and Wallack’s Richmond was a clever piece of 
acting. After the Tragedy, a new Melo-dramatic Tale of Enchant- 
ment, entitled The Dragon's Gift ; or, the Scarf of Flight, and the 
Mirror of Light, was produced, and was received in the most favor- 
able manner. The main incident of the plot (which, like most of the 
gaudy pieces, is not very intelligible) consists in making Harley (a poor 
boatman) pro tempore Viceroy of a Chinese province ; this mystifica- 
tion caused some laughable scenes, of which Harley made the most. 
Some of the scenery was very splendid, thongh we discovered some 
old acquaintances amongst it ; and the machinery was admirably ma- 
naged. Miss Poole had a very pretty song, which she warbled so 
sweetly as tocommand anencore. The other performers did their 
utmost for parts of no great merit. The piece was announced for 
repetition with unanimous applause.—-The house was quite full.

Covent Garden Cheatre. 

Tas Tragedy of The Grecian Daughter was performed here last 
evening ; after which, was produced & new Melo-dramatic Entertain- 
ment, in two acts, called The Wigwam ; or, the Men of the Wilder- 
ness, founded on Cooper's novel of The Pioneers. ‘The following is 
ac outline of the story :—.Judge Temple, (Egerton,) returning home, 
accidently wounds Oliver Edwards, (G. Bennett,) iu fring at a buck. 
The Jadge, shocked-at the accident, entreats Oliver to become an in- 
mate of his dwelling, which he, thongh with great relactance, at last 
consents to, rather moved by the charms of Elizabeth, (Miss Tree,) 
than the persuasions of her father. The only persons who know any 
thing of Oliver, are Natty Bumppo, (Blanchard,) and Mogehan, (Mr. 
Warde) with whom he is in constant communication ; the former saves 
the lives of Elizabeth, and Louisa Grant, (Miss Cawse,) by shoot- 
ing @ savage, who has his rifle pointed at them; but afterwards, for 
killing a deer out of season, and assaulting a constable, Jotham Ridde!, 
(Meadows) is sentenced to be pnt in the stocks and imprisoned. 

Oliver however effects his liberation, and Elizabeth promises the old 
man to take him some gunpowder for his rifle. In fulfilling her pro- 
mise she runs the risk of being burnt to death, the forest having beer 
iguited by the Indians, in revenge for the death of their brother ea- 
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vage. Natty is suspected by Richard Jones, (Wreneh) of being a 
miner, as he will never allow any ove to enter his Wigwam. Oliver, 
assisted by Natty, saves Elizabeth frem the conflagration, and it 
is then discovered that he is the son of a former friend of Judge Tem- 
ple, a Col.Effingham, whose aged father was concealed in the Wigwam 
of Natty.” Mrs. Gibbs is a sort of housekeeper to tho judge, and 
Bartley is the butler, and having served on board a man of war is 
constantly using nautical phrases. ‘The piece was well acted, aad was 
on the whole very well received ; some of the scenery was truly beau- 
ful; and the music, by Rodwell, was swect and appropriate. Miss 
Cawse had two songs, both of which were encored. ‘The Drama was 
apnounced for repetition amidst general applause.

On my return thro’ Regent Street I step in to see the Wonder of Wonders, 
displayed by Art, at the Cosmorwama.—The Palace of the Grand Seignor, The 
City of Grand Cairo, Grand Temple of Edfou in Egypt, Cherbourg, Cape St. 
Vincent, Mont St. Gothard, with the Devil's Bridge and the Falls of the Reuss 
in motion, and the last terrific Eruption of Mount Vesuvius—truly awful ! 

Tuesday, callin at the Royal Bazaar, 78, Oxford Street—spendidly fitted 
up and maguificently arranged—visit the Britith Diorama, containing four 
views, &c. by Stanfield, &c.—highly interesting, and always crowded. Lounged 
in the Physierama—consists of 14 views, from all parts of the world—the 
arrangement, in a gallery 200 feet long, are truly unique and indescribably 
beautifal—here Um an enchanted traveller, visiting all the globe in a day. 

From thence, I wander to No. 15, Oxford Street, just to take a peep at Mr. 
Wilmshurst’s large Picture, in enamel, of The Tournament of the Cloth of 
Gold—a most triumphanteffort, intmitable exeeution, astonishing labour, and 
a most admirable hit—found the Gothic Hall crowded with visitors, of the 
highest class, desirous of patronising the genius of this young artist. 

Wednesday, I crop into the Exhibition of Scutprunre, in Old Bond Street, 
to view the figures, lifesize, of Tam O’Shanter and Souter Johnny—work of 
a self-taught artist, James Thom—dcelighted beyond measure—fully expected 
to hear Tam’s uproarious laugh—the expression so "perfect; pose of figures 
admirable. Whoever has read Burns, (and who has not?) must see then— This 
very ingenious Exhibition closes in the course of a few weeks. 

Oo Friday, I drop in to examine Miss Linwood’s curious Needle-Work, in 
Leicester Square.
